virtually a.victory for the city. Attor- 
ney John B. Simmons, one of the attor- 
neys for the city, says of the case: 


The opinion of Judge Seaman in the 


case of the Boston Safe Deposit & Trust 
company against, the City of Racine and 
others, iiiion the application of the plain- 
tiff for a temporary injunction, does not 
affect any substantial rights of ihe city 
nor lay down any principles of la-w which 
would not be conceded by any fair-mind- 
ed citizen. 


As I'ho nature of -the injunction sought 


may not be generally understood, it may 
be well to explain that the purpose of -the 
motion was to enjoin the city from hold- 
ing a-ny i-est of -the water works, us or- 
'dered by the city for July iiS, 1838. and 
further, to restrain, the extension and use 
'of the present system of Hushing -tanks 
employed by the city in flushitv.; sewers.

in July. In this connection, the court 
further holds that owing to the chang- 
ed conditions with reference to the flush- 
ing of sewers before the Water company 
should be called upon to give the ex- 
treme 
franchise test, provision 
should 


be made either for closing- the flushing 
connections while the test is being made, 
or placing thorn under the control of the 
Water company. 


In concluding, the court says: "The 


right to reasonable tests for the object 
of ascertaining the condition and abil- 
ity of the water works to meet the pub- 
lic requirements, especially for lire pur- 
poses, is clearly intended by-.the ordi- 
nance, and must be preserved. 
As the pending order -for a test is neith- 
er withia the terms of the ordinance 
(referring here to the Wile upon which 
it was ordered to be lie-, nor accom- 
panied by provisions for a. fair test, un- 
der the changed conditions, the injunc- 
tion must issue, as prayed for, against its 
enforcement or 
fciturc founded 
granted, however, without prejudice to 
such action us may be taken on the part 
of the city, if so advised, to institute 
future tests within the purposes of the 
ordinance, although it wouiu seem de- 
sirable for the interest of all concerned 
to enter into an amicable arrangement- 
for the exhibition of tne capacity of the 
works at a time and under conditions 
which will afford satisfactory 
evidence 


to the city and may furnish light for -the 
purposes of this controversy." 


It will be seen from the foregoing that 


the right of the city to demand annual 
tests, ^according to its construction of 
the franchise, is fully sustained: that its 
right to hold the test ordered for the 
present year was denied mainly on the 
ground that it could not demand two 
tests in the same year; and as it has 
been the common praewcc to close the 
Hushing tanks while tin- wor«s was be-
